Boston Transcript 
asks this question 
and 
law-fearing 
creditors are anxiously awaiting 
tho 
government’s verdict on a case that 
originated in Kansas. 
A merchant 
ever there had a number of small ac­ 
counts that 
were 
being 
neglected, 
and the merchant, who 
needed the 
money, was vexed when the C. O. D. 
feature was added to the parcel post. 
A bright new ide struck him and he 
just thought he’d try it. So he filled 
a number of boxes with paper waste. 
On the top he placed the receipted 
bill. Then he sealed on the cover. A 
fccent stamp was required 
for the 
Vox and IO cents for the €. O. D. fee. 
Next day the returns began to come 
in. Almost every 
bad 
debtor mado 
good The postoffice would 
not sur­ 
render the package 
until 
its value 
had been received for delivery, 
and 
rince the destined victim could not 
lesist his curiosity and his gambling 
instinct was his undoing. 
He paid, 
cpened and found 
an 
insulting re­ 
ceipt for a long-owed bill. 
In the United States district attor­ 
ney’s office the device excited cordial 
admiration. The opinion was that it 
did not constitute fraud. The mer­ 
chant had not written to the man he 
was to receive something. 
He 
bul 
not represented that what was sent 
was of value. But come to that, it :s 
of value—a receipted bill. The con­ 
signee was not compelled to accept 
tne package; he does so; takes his 
chance and “ receives value for val­ 
ue.” The test is whether the sender 
is getting something which does not 
belong to him, 
or 
as 
to whether 
he is getting 
something 
by fraudu­ 
lent or ‘exiorbitfint methods. 
The 
man who accepts the package under 
euch circumstances is simply in tho 
losition of the man who buys a pig 
iii a poke. 
W hether we accept th* 
risk of the poke 
depends 
on 
how 
badly we think we want the pig. I n 
til the 
courts 
declare 
that 
this 
scheme is wrong the district attor­ 
ney's office is of the opinion that it 
may pass as righteous. 


Apparently socialism is on the de­ 
cline in this country. The publicity 
director for 
the 
national 
socialist 
party admits 
that 
his organization 
has shrunk 
from 
135,000 
paid up 
members to only 85.000. He explains 
that during 
the 
summer months a 
falling off is always noticed, and that 
the 
present 
unusual 
defection 
is 
traced to internal dissension. 
Socialism never had more than a 
sectional growth in this country. Al­ 
most since its inception it has been 
gaining in one place and 
losing in 
another. 
For this reason the party 
has never made great progress, cer­ 
tainly not enough lo alarm those who 
are opposed to its doctrines. The so­ 
cialist party, in its way, has had a 
part to perform in the politics of this 


c o u p try—even more 
so 
in 
that of 
foreign countries. It has acted as an 
avenue for protest 
in 
many 
local 
elections. It was not until both the 
older parties proved recreant that the 
socialist party won a victory. And in 
due course of time the socialist or­ 
ganization demonstrated its tallure to 
meet the new' demands.

seed corn was as scarce as Ii is this 


year, 
and 
every 
Missouri farmer 
should make a special effort to select 
the best of this years crop; other­ 
wise he will be forced to buy bottom 
grown seed, which in many cases has 
given very poor results on prairie 
land. 
Tae Missouri college of agriculture 
has found by careful observation and 
experiment that for best results seed 
should be selected from the field dur­ 
ing October. It takes only one dozen 
good ears of seed to plant an acre. 
Any farmer can far better afford to 
take one day s time and select seed 
for his entire crop than to pay an 
exorbitant price for seed grown in 
another section of the state. 
One dead ear out of every twelve 
would cut the yield of a fifty-bushel 
crop over four bushels per acre. Each 
farmer should go through ais corn 
sometime within the next three weeks 
and husk out twice as much corn as 
will really be needed for seed next 
spring. 
Hang this corn up in a dry, 
well ventilated place where it will be 
safe from mice and rats. 
In case 
there is no corn standing in the field, 
pick out the best seed ears while 
shucking out shock corn and hang 
these ears up for seed.

Doubtless nests will be made and the 
eggs laid, but the eggs may not hatch. 
If you are forced to buy a gander this 
spring, it will perhaps be advisable 
for you to purchase some good eggs 
of the same breed as you keep, and 
use these rather than the eggs from 
your own flock, or at least mark the 
eggs so that you can distinguish the 
purchased ones from those laid by 
your own birds. 
In this way you

Considered . Absolutely Perfect 
— Personal 
Equation 
the 
Most Serious Obstacle. 


By Frederick J. Haskin. 


When the operating department of 
a big railroad seeks to guarantee ifs 
trains against wrecks, it finds on the 
market a great many devices which 
are supposed to almost wholly elimi­ 
nate tile danger of serious wrecks. 
The block signal system for years 
has been regarded as the best protec­ 
tion that experience could provide, 
and yet, the best block signal system 
that the manufacturers of the United 
States have offered the railroads has 
not overcome the personal equation 
in train operation. 
Some 80,000 miles of railroad line 
in the United States are now oper­ 
ated by block systems, two-thirds of 
it under the “manual” block m d one- 
third under the “automatic block. It 
is agreed that under present condi­ 
tions, even it has not entirely put an 
end to wrecks, since dispatchers and 
telegraph operators are still liable to 
make mistakes, and since train men 
are still at times either forgetful or 
careless of their orders. 
The desire on every hand bas been 
to find a system that will make it 
impossible for a train to be moved 
contrary to orders. 
Many kinds of 
automatic stops have been brought 
out. 
But an automatic stop which 
will not stop a train against its own 
defects, as well as to warn the engi­ 
neer of other occasions for slopping, 
is more of a menace than an advant­ 
age. 
For instance, if an automatic 
stop is supposed to be set, and it 
proves not to be, its failure might 
result in a worse wreck than it was 
intended to prevent. 
The engineer, 
finding no obstructing devise in his 
way, might assume that the road was 
clear ahead and rush on to certain 
disaster. 
The ideal train stop, there­ 
fore, must be one which, when out of 
order, will be in position to stop a 
train. 
It must detect its own failure, 
as well as to warn of operating con­ 
ditions that require a train to come 
to a standstill. 
How Operated. 
When the block signal and train 
control board of the interstate com­ 
merce commission made its investi­ 
gations and drew its conclusions, it 
laid down as the one absolutely ne­ 
cessity of a safe train stop that it 
should be so designed that the break­ 
age or removal of the stop from the 
roadside should cause an application 
of the brakes. 
In one apparatus of 
this kind the object is accomplished 
by having a rigid member so securely 
fastened to the track as to be as little 
susceptible to breakage or removal as 
the rail itself. 
This rigid member 
conies in contact with a lever on the 
engine, which causes the valve of 
the airbrakes to be opened, and, when 
in normal position, it strikes this 
lever on every train that passes. 
It 
is in this position at the entrance of 
a train to each block, if the signals 
are set at “stop,” or if the block sec­ 
tion is obstructed. 
If, however, the 
fixed signal is set at “proceed.” or 
the route is clear, the movable road­ 
side member goes into operation in 
a way to strike another lever, so as 
to close the valves of the airbrake 
and thus nullifies its action in strik­ 
ing the former lever. 
In this way it 
is operated every time a train passes, 
and, therefore, must always be kept 
lit condition. 
Most automatic train stops are only 
operated when an emergency stop is 
made, or when 
periodically 
tested, 
and are thus more in the category ol 
life preservers and lire extinguishers 
—used 
only 
in 
emergencies 
and. 
therefore, not likely always to be in 
operating condition. 
System to the Test. 
One of the most extensive efforts 
in the efforts in the perfection of an 
automatic train control system that 
has been made, is being worked out 
by an inventor of Sydney, Australia. 
Ile bought a piece of 
old 
disused 
railroad and laid two miles of new 
track on it. 
He then bought two en 
ginefl. 
Laying off the two miles of 
Hack into three sections, with a sig­ 
nal box between each two sections. 
ho proceeded to put his system to the 
te st lie has an arrangement where­ 
by he can not only stop a train, but 
which permits him to choose between 
the trains which he will permit to 
enter a block at either end. 
By a system of electric wiring ani 
a system of third rails, he can cc ru­ 
in unicate from the signal tower 
to

If the train is to 
stop and the engineer fails to stop 
it, there is a chorus

brakes on bis train. A recording ap­ 
paratus makes a record of his fail- 
vre to comply with the signals., The 
automatic stopping apparatus Is so 
arranged that it will 
only 
allow' a 
train to pass it when it is in perfect 
condition and when the 
signals by 
the roadside say the way 
ahead is 
Clew. 
One of the automatic stop devices 
brought out in the United States con­ 
sists of a roadside device located at 
the right of the track in the direction 
cf traffic which engages a lever at­ 
tached to the pilot beam of the lo­ 
comotive when a train is to be stop­ 
ped. It consists of two flexible blades 
attached to a vertical shaft, 
which 
Is free to rot age. 
A 
pull 
of five 
pounds at the end of these blades is 
necessary to turn the shaft a quar­ 
ter of a turn. The lever on the engine 
opens the valve of the air brakes and 
clops the train. Whenever the sig­ 
nals by tho roadside are not set to 
indicate a clear track, 
the 
contac’ 
arm at the 
roadside 
must 
always 
Gland In position to 
stop 
the train. 
The only conditions under which it 
can permit a train to pass is when 
the signals are thus set. As it is se­ 
curely linked with the block signals 
the engineer can not, under any cir­ 
cumstances, run past a danger sig­ 
nal. 


A Gradual Improvement. 
A number of 
American 
railroads 
have been experimenting with this 
and other types of automatic 
train 
stops, 
and 
these 
experiments 
are 
gradually I ringing 
about 
one 
im­ 
provement after another. 
None 
of 
them hag been 
so 
perfected as to 
lead to its adoption by any railroad, 
hip it is expected that several rail­ 
roads will in the not distant future 
try some of them out limier actual 
operating conditions. The New Hav­ 
en has offered a very large prize for 
a really practicable system. A num­ 
ber of these systems when tried out 
on short stretches of road have fail­ 
ed to give the 
results theoretically 
premised and there have been some 
creeks where they have been used. 
Automatic train 
control, however, 
Is no new thing iii Europe. At least 
two railroads in England have 
sys­ 
tems which automatically stop trains 
where 
signals 
are 
disobeyed, 
and 
where both visual and 
audible sig­ 
nals are given in the cab. confirming 
the signals by the 
wayside. 
When 


these signals are ignored mechanical 
apparatus steps in and

Alfalfa is of great value as .a milk 
producer, for it is a well known fact 
that an ample milk flow requires rich 
feeds. 
Good June pasture produces 
an abundance of milk. 
It has been 
demonstrated that alfalfa hay, when 
used with a proper kind of grain, and 
with a little succulence, such as en­ 
silage, will practically duplicate 
a 
June pasture. 
When cows are properly fed, before 
turning onto pasture, they show no 
increase of milk flow upon the pas­ 
ture. 
If a dairy cow' is properly fed, 
she must have a ration that contains 
a larger percentage of protein than 
is found in common hays or in most 
of the grains. 
Protein is supplied 
through bran, linseed meal or some 
other concentrate. To pay high prices 
for these to increase the milk flow 
means that the cost of milk produc­ 
tion is increased, and in many cases 
to such an extent that milk Is pro­ 
duced at a loss, or at a very nominal 
margin.

signified an elevation, a lofty place, the 
shy, or by implication, the abode of 
the Deity, who “dwells in the high and 
lofty place.” In the teachings of Christ 
and the Apostles, the Christians (the 
earnest, devoted footstep followers of 
the Lord Jesus) are assured of heaven­ 
ly rew ards on the Divine, spiritual 
plane of existence In the presence of 
God. and in this state will enjoy 
eternal conditions of “glory, honor, 
and immortality.” 
Hell (death, de­ 
struction) is the condition reserved for 
the incorrigibly wicked, while Heaven 
illfe.

Considering Paul’s positive claim 
to be an Apostle, specially called of 
God, who saw Jesus, and th a t the 
choice of Matthias to be the successor 
of Judas, by the Eleven, was before the 
descent of the Holy Spirit on the day 
of Pentecost, are we to consider him 
(Paul) as the successor of Judas, re­ 
membering that there were to be but 
twelve Apostles, and th a t Matthias was 
not afterward heard of?

The hell of the Scriptures is not the 
hell of the creeds, but the condition of 
death, the grave. 
Jesus w as in the 
tomb, the grave.

Bible affirms, and was raised the third 
day. See the following Scriptures and 
forget about the confusion of the 
creeds which in the main are unscrip­ 
tural (I Corinthians 15:3-4; 12:16: Acts

Q.— How does the manner of reckon­ 
ing time in the age in which Moses 
lived compare with the chronological 
methods now in use, and if there is 
any difference would it not account for 
the great age of Methuselah as given 
in the Scriptures?

the days of Moses, was a combination 
of solar aud lunar time. It was a sim­ 
ple, automatic, self-adjusting system, 
which, so far as the final results were 
concerned, was as accurate as the 
present methods in use.

months were thirty days in length cor­ 
responding to the lunations of the 
moon. 
Ordinarily 
twelve 
of 
these 
made up the year of three hundred 
and sixty days. 
The discrepancies re­ 
sulting from this method were rectified 
by the unique arrangem ent of starting 
the new’ y ear with the new moon near­ 
est the vernal equinox. Some years by 
this method contained thirteen rfionths 
instead of twelve. 
The length of 
years, therefore, in Moses’ time was in 
the aggregate the same as today. The 
extreme old age of the antediluvians 
can reasonably’ he accounted for by 
considering the Bible narrative to the 
effect that originally the human race 
was perfect, and because of death en­ 
tering into the w’orld as the result of 
sin, the race began to deteriorate. 
In 
its more perfect state, the average 
length of life of the race would be far 
more than it is today after the past 
six thousand years of degeneration.

run openly d uring th e w eek of the 
state fair. 
He fu rth e r claim ed that 
gambling

conducted the 
past week. 
During his re m a rk s 
he 
asserted 
t h a t the council and 
city 
official? 
were negligent in th e ir duties by not 
b ringing about a strict law enforce­ 
ment. 


A lderm an C annaday told of person­ 
al investigations he had m ade con­ 
cerning vice conditions, and said that 
it had been learned th a t the very 
h o u se s of ill repute th a t had been 
closed 
shortly before the fair had 
been run during the past week. 
Dr. C annaday was em phatic in a 
s ta te m e n t th a t 
som ething m u st 
be 
done, and th rea ten ed to com m ence 
legal proceedings 
to 
im peach 
the 
m ayor and every councilman, includ 
ing himself, if proper support w as not 
forthcom ing in suppression of vice. 
Alderman C an n ad a y said in his re­ 
m arks: 
“It has been reported to me 
th a t some of the m e m b e rs of the 
police force w ere paid $20 each not 
to interfere 
with 
the 
running 
of 
bawdy houses. 
I do not say th e re is 
any tru th in the statem ent. 
Let me 
m a k e it plain that the s ta te m e n t was 
m ade in th e presence of reputable 
w itnesses.” 
In continuing his re m a rk s Alder­ 
m a n C annaday said th a t he wanted 
any officer having personal knowl­ 
edge of law violation 
in 
which 
he 
failed to arrest the offenders im m e­ 
diately dismissed from the force. 
Dr. C a n n a d a y ’s allegations brought 
forth a heated discussion from Alder­ 
m an Robb, Housel. Gehlken. Cordes 
aud Hocker. 
Alderm an Robb took ex­ 
ception to som e of the statem en ts 
m ade by the F o urth ward alderman. 
H e sa id th a t he believed th a t all of 
the officers w ere obeying orders, and 
th a t in his opinion they were doing 
th e ir duty. 
He said th a t any defi­ 
ciency shown should bring about a 
dism issal of the officer th a t was neg­ 
ligent in his work. 
A lderm an Robb 
said th a t he didn’t believe in alder­ 
men perform ing police duty, as the 
city had men on the payroll whose 
sworn duty it w as 
to 
enforce 
the 
laws. 
Alderm an Housel said thar he did 
not believe it would be possible to 
suppress gam bling 
and 
close 
the

forts. 
I personally know and esteem 
many of the members. 
But I do not 
hesitate to assert that it is a travesty 
on sound business and an outrageous 
imposition to expect that one week’s 
experience a year for three years will 
develop tile most capable and effec­ 
tive fair managers or that they should 
be required to devote the time abso­ 
lutely essential to the success of this 
great enterprise without one cent of 
compensation. 
A better way, 
in 
my 
judgment, 
would be a small (five or seven men) 
hoard, composed of business men, re­ 
tained so long as they make good and 
adequately 
compensated. 
Missouri 
should have, and can have, the great­ 
est state fair in America, but, to do 
so, politics must be absolutely elim­ 
inated from it and its management 
placed on a strictly business basis. 
This is not written in a fault-find­ 
ing or captious spirit, nor is it criti­ 
cism of the present fair board or offi­ 
cials. 
It is directed against the sys­ 
tem and odored by way of suggestion 
at this time with the best and kind­ 
liest of motives.
